Paris, Feb. 5. — The Chamber o' Deputies 
to-day pronounaod valid tho election of M. 
Gorault Richard and M. Ernest Carnot to 
scats in tho chamber. M. Gorault Richard 
was at tho time of his election serving a 
term in prison for insulting Presldont 
Oasimir-Porior in an article published in 
tho paper of which ho Is tho editor. M. 
Carnot Is the son of tho lato President 
Carnot.

There is intense suffering in tho 
homos of Lho poor and many persons havo 
boon moro or Iobs aovoroly frost bitton. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Points of Prominence in Speech Prom 
Throne— Debate on the 
Address. 



Preferential Treatment to the Col- 
onies— Kier Hardle's Crucial 
Amendment. 



London, Fob. 5. — Parliament reassomblod 
to-day. The session was openod by tho 
roading of tho Quoon's spoech. Tho Bpeooh 
said : 

" My Lord* and Qcntlemen : 

" My relations with foreign powers are 
friondly. An agroemono was oonoluded for 
tho sottlomont of tho frontier betwoon tho 
English and French poBsesBiona in Afriou. 
I regrot to Bay that tho war betwoon China 
and Japan oontinuoa. I shall loso no fovor- 
ablo opportunity of promoting a poacoful 
termination of tho contost. In compliance 
with tho representations of tho powers to 
tho Porto tho Sultan has declared bia in- 
tention of punishing tho persona guilty of 
tho Armenian outrages. 

" 1 am happy to obaorvo that in Ireland 
offences against tho law havo sunk during 
tho past yoar to tho lowest level on record. 
Proposals will bo submitted remedying tho 
defects in tho law governing landlord and 
tenant in Ireland. 

"A bill will bo presontotl dealing with 
tho church establishment in Wales. 

"I regret that agriculturo continues to 
bo in a seriously depressed condition. 

'•Bills will be submitted for tho sottlo- 
mont of trado disputes, for county govern- 
ment in Scotland, and for dealing with the 
Crofters in that country." 

In tho Houso of Commons to day Mr. 
Balfour said ho was not disposed to make 
any commont upon that part of tho 
Quoon's Bpoeeh dealing with foreign mat- 
tors, believing it would bo harmful to 
Intorfero with tho government in their 
management of tho do^ailB of such ques- 
tions. Ho addod that bo would say that 
ho also deplored the fact that tho Bpeooh 
made no mention of tho navy. Tho Houso 
ought not to bo loft in doubt in regard to 
tho continuance of tho naval programmo. 
It was a matter of infinitely moro impor- 
tance than anything that had been touched 
upon in tho epotch and he wa9 thoreforo 
surprised that no montion had boon made of 
it. 

Mr. Charles E. H. Vinoont, member for 
Contral Sheffield, called attontion to the 
omission in tho speech of all reference to 
colonial questions, ond especially those 
dealt with at tho intercolonial conforonoo nt 
Ottawa. Ho moved tho following amend- 
ment to tho address : 

" That tho houso desiros humbly to repre- 
sent to Hor Majosly that stops ahould be 
taken to remove any Btatutory or 
treaty artioles standing in the way 
of any arrangement whioh may be 
doairod in tho direction of a oub- 
toms union in tho different partB of 
tho Empire." 

Mr. Vincent insisted that hia amendment 
did nob rofer to protection, but only onrriod 
ont tho principle of tho dovolopmont of 
trado within the Empire. 

Mr. Augustus Frederiok Godson, member 
for KiddormlnBtor, a Conservative, seoonded 
the amendment. 

Mr. Sydney CharloB Buxton, parliament- 
ary soorotary to tho colonial office, reply- 
ing for tho govornment, said that the ques- 
tion discussed at tho Ottawa coniorenco had 
rocoivod careful attention, and tho govern- 
ment intended at tho present session to in- 
troduce a bill to onablo tho Australasian 
colonics to enter into fiscal relations with 
each other and with Canada. Tho foreign 
otiico is oonaidering how far Great Britain 
haa tho power to give preferential treatment 
to tho colonies aa against other countries. 

Mr. Vincent theroupon withdrow his 
omondmont. 

In tho Houeo of Lords Lord Salisbury, 
speaking of tho rcferoncos in tho Queen's 
apoech to tho Armenian troubles, said ho 
would not at present say much about tho 
Armenian difficulty, inasmuch as tho matter 
was under investigation. Ho expressed 
doubt whothor tho proposod inquiries 
would provo exhaustive, ns they only dealt 
with offences committed by tho Sultan's 
soldiera in the cusos of statod outrages and 
are not confined to aoldiera or members of 
tho ono or other of tho religious communities. 
In rogard to the anti-Lords question Lord 
Salisbury said : " Wo do not read in the 
Bpeooh anything of that most important 
resolution which tho Promier announced 
and which ho asked support of tho people In 
carrying into effect. The doubleneea of tho 
treatment and tho tacticB employed in tho 
matter seem to indicate that thoro are two 
leaders in tho ministry." 

Lord Roaebery said ho cordially agreed 
with Lord Salisbury in regard to Armenia, 
in which matter the liritish govornment 
had actod in accord with tho governments of 
Russia, Franco and Italy. Ho wished he 
could say that official information enablod 
him to give an authoritative denial of tho 
charges mado against tho Turks in Armenia. 
Lord Rosnbery added tho government would 
ondeavor to fulfil their pledges. Tho unti- 
Lords resolution, ho said, would bo intro- 
duced in tho Houso of Commons. It would 
not havo boon respootful to Parliament to 
havo included it in tho Quoon's spoooh. 

Tho Duko of OovonBhiro Biid ho doubted 
whothor tho government would be ablo to 
cirry their programmo with exception of tho 
Irish land bill, whioh both sldoa might 
think it necessary to paaa. 

Baron Horsohell, lord chancollor, surpriB- 
od tho houso by announcing his desiro to 
mako a personal Btatomont. Inatuntly tho 
houso was hushed, and the Lord Chancellor 
eaid that ho wiahod to spook of tho accusa- 
tions of misconduct whioh had boon mado 
against him in tho English press. Within 
tho paab fow weekB, ho aaid, in- 
sinuations or ohargoa had boon mado 
that ho had sought to transfer 
Justice Sir Rowland Vaughan Williams, 
to tho Quoon'a Bonoh division of tho High 
Court of Justioo for tho purposo of remov- 
ing him from a plaeo in which ho had tho 
power to proceed against oortain persons in 
high places who wore involved in question- 
able transactions, lb had boon further al- 
loged that upon Juntico Williams rofusing 
to acquiesce in tho proposed transfer ho, 
Baron Horsoholl, had promlsod to rostoro 
him to tho Quoon'a Bonoh division aftor a 
time. Justioo Williams having rofuaod again, 
tho assertion iiad boon mado that the Lord 
Chancollor had positively inaiated upon tho 
ohango, whoroupon Justice Williams had 



threatened to publish the Lord Chancolior'a 
letters. These hints and poBltivo state- 
ments, Lord Hersobell said, wore positively 
untrue, and he dosired to pub himself on 
record as having denied thorn absolutely. 
The epeooh was ogrood to and tho house 
adjourned. 

The Contral Nows says tho fate of tho 
government depends upon an amendment 
prepared by James Kier Hardie, a socialist 
mombor of the Houso of Commons, express- 
ing regret thab no allusion to the distross 
prevailing among tho peoplo appears in the 
Quoon'a opeoch and ashing legislation in the 
dirootion of alleviating tho sufferings of the 
poor, The simplicity of form of tho 
amendment, the Contral Nows says, will 
aocure for it tho support of the entire op- 
position and possibly that of a fow radioals. 

Tho Contral Nows announces that Mr. 
Clemont Higgins, membor of parliament for 
tho Middle division of Norfolk, a Liboral 
and Homo Ruler, has informed tho party 
whip that he will nob attond the preaont 
session of parliament and has requested that 
no circulars calling for his attondunco bo 
sont to him. This is virtually a secession 
from tho Liboral party.

A SLIGHT DEFEAT. 



Chinese Get Rather the Better of the 
Japanese— Bad Weather 
for Fiffhtaiff. 



Officers Degraded— Chinese Expedition 
to Defend Formosa— Certain 
Points Still Held. 



London, Feb. 5. — A dispatch to tho Cen- 
tral Nows from Tokio says that Marshal 
Oyama, In reporting tho oapturo of an in- 
land town and coast forts in tho vicinity of 
Wei-Hal- Woi, Baya tho Japanoso forcoB met 
with no resistance. Tho Marshal stationed 
a battalion at ooch fort. Tho Chinese on 
February 3 destroyed all their junka and 
boata.. On thoaamo dato tho two fleots were 
unceasingly engagod. 

Tho Times to morrow will print a dispatoh 
from its Hongkong correspondent saying 
that a forco of Chinese troops, leviod in tho 
provinco of Kwau Tung, has beon dispatch- 
ed from Canton to defend tho island of 
Formosa 

A Hiroshima dispatch Bays that deapito 
tho fiorco ond prolonged JaponeBO attacks 
upon the forta at Lin Rung Tao tho Chinoao 
atill hold the forta. 

A Tiontain dispatch saya that two Chineso 
colonols and two captaiuB havo been de- 
graded for retreating from Yung Cheng. 

A Times dispatoh from Tientsin saya tho 
latest news from Woi-Hai-Wei shows thab 
half tho northern forts on tho mainland aro 
holding oub against tho Japanese asBaulta, 
A Japuneao ship was damaged and torpedo 
boat Bunk while attempting to forco tbo 
northern ontranco of tho harbor. 

Tho Times to-morrow will print a lottor 
from a correspondent at Now Chwang under 
duto of January 29, saying that tho Jap- 
anese mot with a slight revorso on January 
17 near Hai Chang, being dofeatod by 1,500 
followers of tho robol squatter Han. Tho 
commandor of a Manohu battalion who 
failed to support him was beheaded for 
cowardice Gonoral Sung, tho Chinoso 
commander, was enjoying tho Now Yoar 
fetes at Now Chwang. The moroury was 
13 degrees below zoro und the Japanese 
troops woro meeting with increasing difficul- 
ties owing to tho severity of tho woathor, 

A dispatch to tho Times from Tientsin 
says : Admiral Ting, commander of tho 
Chinese[floot at Woi-Hai-Woi, landed 2,000 
men on Wodnesday last and made an at- 
tempt to rocapturo tho southern forta from 
tho Japanese Tho attempt was finally 
abandonod, and the Chinoao re-embarked. 
Admiral Ting, who waa hold by Viceroy 
Liu Kun Yieh to be partly responsible for 
the fall of Port Arthur, and whoso case was 
submitted to tho board of punishment for 
action, waa activo in the shore defence of 
Wef-Hai-Wei, His conduot ab the latter 
plaoo has mot with commendation. The 
Chinoae military commanders are at vari- 
ance. 

Paris, Feb. 5 —A Tokio dispatoh says 
that tho ChlneBe envoys were quite ignorant 
of the trlok played upon them by the Chi- 
nese government. They aupposod they had 
beon given full power to troat for peace. 
When their credentials were opened it was 
found thoy bad no power either to conclude 
or sign a treaty of poaoo. Connb Ito Herlo- 
boumi, president of the counoil of ministers, 
told them Japan was willing to open nego- 
tiations with a proporly empowered embassy. 

WASHINGTON City, Feb. 5,~Tho Japan- 
ese legation has received a cablegram from 
the homo foreign offico giving the following 
explanation of tho /ejection of tho Chinoao 
peace commissioners : " At the meeting of 
tho plenipotentiaries of Japan and China on 
the 22od, Count Ito, in an address to the 
Chineso plenipotentiaries, pointed oub to 
them tho defectivonesa and InBuffioloncy of 
their powers. Ho gavo them poBltivo assur- 
ances, however, that whenever China mani- 
fested a sorioU8 deBiro for peaco by confiding 
actual and full powers to Chinoso officials of 
Buch a nature and scopo as would ronder it 
certain thab tho forma which might bo 
agreed upon would bo confirmed by tho 
Chinoso governmont, and would bo aotually 
oarriod oub in good faith, Japan would be 
prepared to enter upon new negotiations," 
Yokohama, Fob. 1 —Tho following naval 
roport of tho fighting about Wei-Hai- vVoi 
has jueb beon roooived hero. It Bays : 
Three forts about Paichihyaso woro taken 
during tho morning of January 30, Wednea- 
doy laab. The naval land foroo at onoo 
occupied Chiappoll and bombarded Tatao 
ieland. Tho enemy's ahips and forts on 
Kungliuohiu islands repliod and thrco or 
four sailorB woro killed.

the committee's REPORT. 
Tho following report presented by tho 
manngiog committee tells its own story : 

To the Members and Shareholders of the 
Jama Day Athletic Association.

primary objoctB of thij association. Woaro 
pleased to odd that the Viotoria Yacht 
Club hao afEliatod with ub during the paBt 
year, which ia a step in tho right direotion, 
and haB added to the prestige of our associa- 
tion. 

Turning to tho oventa of the year, we 
must begin aa usual with our annual dunce, 
which was held on 28th March at head- 
quarters, and was, if possible, more success- 
ful than its predecessors. All our guests 
spent a most onjoy&blo oveniDg, and carried 
away with them the impression that what- 
ever is attempted by the J. B. A. A. ia done 
thoroughly. The success was not only 
eooial but also financial.

With reference to tho protest ro tho 
" Crano, McGregor & Bogga'" cup, on- 
tored with tho Canadian Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen, wo havo to roport that 
owing to tho inexcusable delay aud length 
of timo taken to couBidor tho protest wo 
made on bohalf of Mr. Scott as against Mr. 
Johnson of Vancouver, tho real gist of the 
matter was not given ita proper conside; >■ 
tion. Tho ground of our protest was tb. t 
i ho N P B.A. nud found Mr. JohnBon not 
to bo au amateur, and as tho club of which 
he was a member belongs to that associa- 
tion and tho C.A.A.O. (aB our association 
does to both), it was necessary in tho inter- 
ests of amateur sport to kuow whether tho 
C A A. O. would recognize tho finding of 
tho N. P. R A. , aa tho regatta avaa governed 
by tho rules of tho C.A.A.O. Wo en- 
deavored by amicable means, in accordance 
wph our construction of the decision, to ob- 
tain Mr. Johnson's consent to havo tho cup 
rowed for again, but he declinod to accept 
our request ; and wo wish to add that we 
derived no aSBistanco from tho Burrard In- 
let Rowing Club in tho mattor. Wo still 
olaim, and rightly, that Mr. Scott is en- 
titled to the possession of the cup, whioh 
unfortunately 1b beyond our power to ob- 
tain. 

We can only add that your outgoing com- 
mittee havo hud the intorosts of tho associ- 
ation wholly and solely at heart, and have 
done their utmost to win tho appreciation of 
its members, and thoy hope that their efforts 
have not boon UDauccoasful. Wo are sure 
that tho incoming committee will work in 
the same spirit, but wo would remind you 
that tho assistance of each and every mem- 
ber is required to work for tho wolfaro of 
tho association whonevor ho finds himsolf 
called upon to do so ; and with that asBiBt- 
ance, which wo aro euro you will readily 
give, we hope that tho coming year will 
prove oven bettor than thoBO past, and that 
we Bhall bo always able to maintain tho ropu- 
tation which wo think we have justly earn- 
od, namely, the premier athlotio association 
of tho province.

these opinions without muoh thought and 
little or no inquiry. Whether they aro right 
wrong, reasonable or unreasonable, will 
be to a great extent] a mattor of ohanoe. 
Some will not have ucoeea to reliable sources 
of information and otherB would not take the 
trouble of applying to them if thoy were 
within their reach. It is ono of the evils of 
popular government, porhapa its greatest 
ovil, that a largo Dumber of thoao whose 
duty ic ia to decide at tho polls on tho groat 
questions of tho day must ueoeuaarily be ill- 
informed or misinformed in very muoh that 
rolutea to them. 

This Manitoba Sohool Question will bo no 
exception to tho rulo, Thousands will 
argue about it and quarrel about it and 
vote on it who have no very cloar concep- 
tion of the principle involved in it or tho 
facta conneotod with it. There ia no help 
for this with many who must necessarily get 
thoir information at second-hand. But con- 
scientious men who really want to deaido 
fairly upon it, noed not be in want of ma- 
terial from which to ooine to a just 
and intelligent deoision. The Copp Clark 
Company havo published a book compilod 
by John S. Ewart, which contains full in- 
formation with reBpfioti to this groat national 
controversy. The reader will find in It the 
points of law involved, tho particulars re- 
lating to tho tost oases, tho ullidavits of the 
suitors, aud tho judgments of tho Canadian 
oourts in full. There aro also tho judgments 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council on those oases. The book containB 
copies of tho documentB connected with the 
case that was tho other day decided by tho 
Judicial Committee cf tho Privy Council — 
tho arguments of counsel, the petitions, 
tho caoo Bubmitted to the Supreme 
Court, and the deoisions of that 
court. There aro also botwoen the 
coverB of the volume reports of lectures by 
eminent men on tho question, of sermons and 
addresses together with newspaper and 
magazine articles. What waa said and 
written on bjth sidos of the case is faith 
fully reproduced in Mr. Ewart's book. It 
is, in fact, hard to think of any document 
or piece of information necessary to enable a 
man to get a full understanding of tho ques- 
tion, that is not to bo found in this excellent 
hook on tho Manitoba School Question.

VERY TOUCHY. 

Tho Opposition organ works itself up into 
a fine frenzy over an extraot which wo pub- 
lished from tho Canadian Journal of Com- 
merce, that contained a harmless allusion 
to the " flirtations " of somo loading Liberals 
with tho neighboring republic. In order to 
show tho dopth and fioroenesa of its indig- 
nation, it reproduces somo of tho Liboral 
campaign literature that has dono duty in 
nearly every election campaign for the last 
forty yoars or bo. Tho fury of onr contem- 
porary iB Buspioious and showa that 
it has been touched on a tender spot. 
Tho " flirtations " alluded to are notorious. 
Tho time is not so very far distant when 
loading Liberals looked to Washington for 
inspiration, and when some of them woro so 
desirous of closor relations with the United 
States that thoy gave Senators and othera 
pointa how to cinch Canadians in order to 
compel them to accede to the tertna which 
tho United States wore proparod to offer. 
Who has not heard of the part whioh their 
ambaBaador and man-of-all-work played 
a few yoars ago 1 How long ago 
is it ainco leading Liberals were willing 
to acoept commercial union with tho Unitod 
States, ono condition of whioh was that 
Canada should adopt tho ultra-protective 
tariff of the States and another, kept In tho 
background, that it should bo succeeded by 
political union as soon as tho times were 
propitious. The " flirtation " continued 
ardent, when tho Liberal leaders, with the 
exception of the Hon. Kdward Blake, advo- 
eatod unrestricted reciprocity with tho 
United States on tho samo terms, ac- 
knowledged and unacknowledged, aa were 
attached to tho accoptunco of commercial 
union. Was Mr. Blake tho only Liboral 
who saw what was to bo tho outcomo of 
commercial union and unrestricted recipro- 
city 1 It was, in fact, that honost man's 
outspokenness that put a stop to tho flirta- 
tion for a timo. 

There aro, wo froely admit, Liberals in 
tho Dominion who are aa loyal aa British 
aubjoets ahould be, but there aro very few 
of thom to bo found among tho loading men 
who advocated commercial union and unro- 
atricted reciprocity. To hold that theso men 
did not beliovo that thoy woro working for 
annexation when thoy advocated commercial 
rolations with tho Unitod StateB that made 
discrimination in trado against Groat Britain 
a nacoBoily and tho aoveraooo of British con- 
nootion in a short timo certain, is to beliovo 
that thoy woro phonomonally stupid and 
politically purblind. Tho indignation of our 
contemporary when the flirtations of loading 
Liborals with the United StatoB aro mon- 
tionod ia oasily seen through and docoives 
no ono. 



A BOOK FOR THE TIMES. 

Tho Manitoba School Question is one ol 
tho burning questions of tho day. Evory 
man in Canada who takos an interest in 
public uflv.ira Bhould do hia utmost to put 
himsolf in a position to form a diapaBeionuto 
und an intolligont opinion of its meritB. In 
tho courso of tho next fow months ho will 
find hundrods who will bo ougor to supply 
him with opinions roady made on thia very 
important quostion. It ia not ploaBunt 
to think that very many will adopt 



own. I procured two handsome kittens 
from differout parties und confined them to 
tho milk of thia cow for food. For a timo 
they thrived finely. Then thoy began to 
cough and wheezo in a most distressing 
manner, and to grow poor and thin, unt 1 
at tho time when they died I do not think 
thoy weighed a pound apiece. 

Tho Commiaaionora then adviaod him to 
try tho tuberculosis toot. Tho teat showed 
that tho cow waa diseased. When she waB 
killed it waa found that sho wan badly af- 
fected. "Tho only wonder seemod to bo," 
said tho owner, " that nho lived bo long. 
At the timo she wan killed sho was milking 
eight quarts a day " Ho then goes on to 
8>iy : 

Then having another cow Htauding by tho 
side of this one, I determined to havo her 
tosted, though I did not, tor a moment sus- 
pect her, never huving heard her cough, and 
sho appeared to bo in the tiuent condition. 
Yet Bho had to he killed, and no doctor on 
oarth could have told that Bho had tubercu- 
losis without the tuberculin toBb. 

I do not know for certain that tho milk 
killed the kittens, but, having a family of 
children, I feel easior that tueao oowb aro 
dead. No amount cf money would induoo 
mo to oat or use bho milk of cattlo in tho 
shape thoy proved to be when slaughtered. 
Ono of tho phyaicians who was proaont 
when tho first cow was killod has nob usod 
a drop of milk since, und cannot bo induoud 
to use any. 

It iB evident from thia narrative that 
oows may be fur gone in consumption aud 
givo considerable quuntitios of milk. At 
tho same timo thoy may appear to tho un- 
skilled observer to bo porfectly healthy, yet 
they aro not only spreading tho diseaao 
omong tho cattlo with which they como in 
contact, but thoao who uso thoir milk aro in 
danger of being ollliotod with tho moot 
deadly of diseases. 



MOST VALUABLE ADVIOE. 

The full texb of tho Popo'a Encyclical 
Lettor, addressed to tho Archbishops and 
Biahops of tho United States, recently up 
peared in the papors of that country. It is 
highly spoken of by some of tho Now York 
journals. Hia HoliueBS notices among other 
things tho labor troubles which havo of late 
disturbed the United States. His language 
ia mild and the advice which ho gives ia 
from evory point of view wholesomo. Ho 
says : 

Now, with regard to ontoring sociotiea, 
extrome caro should bo taken not to 
bo ensnared by error. And wo wish 
to be understood as referring in 
a special mannor to tho working olasses who 
assuredly have tho right to unite in associa 
tiona for tho promotion of thoir intorosta, a 
right acknowledged by tho Church and un 
oppoBod by nature. But it is very im 
portant bo take heed with whom thoy aro to 
aaaociato, elao while seeking aids for the 
improvement of thoir condition thoy may be 
imperilling far weightier intorosta. The 
most effectual precaution against this poril 
ia to determine with thomaolvoa at no timo 
in any matter to bo parties to tho violation 
of jmtico. Any society, therefore, which is 
ruled by and sorvilely obeys poraonB who aro 
not atedfast for tho right and friendly to ro- 
ligion ia capable of being oxtremoly prejudi 
cial to the interests aa well of individuala as 
of tho community ; beneficial it cannot be 
. Let them, howover, nover allow 
this to escape their memory : that while it 
is proper and desirable to assert and secure 
iho righta of tho many, yet thiB iB not to bo 
dono by a violation of duty ; and that there 
aro vory important) duties ; not to touch 
what belongs to another ; to allow every ono 
to be freo in the management of his own af- 
fairs ; not to hinder any ono to dispose of 
his sorvicos when ho pleases and where ho 
pleasoa. The acones of violence and riot 
which you witnessed lust year in your own 
country aulliciently admonish you that 
America, too.iB threatened with thoaudacity 
and ferooity of tho enemies of public order. 
Tho Btato of the timee, thoroforo, bids Cath- 
olics to labor for tho tranquility of tho Com- 
monwealth, and for this purposo to obey bho 
laws, abhor violonco, and nook no moro than 
equity or justice permits. 



A MOST IMPORTANT SUBJECT. 

It ia every day becoming clouror uud 
olouror that consumption is communicated 
to human huinga by moans of tho milk of 
diseased animula. Tho Connecticut Com- 
missioners of disouoos of domestic animals 
Bay in their report : 

Incontrovortiblo obaorvutionB have estab- 
lished these facta beyond dispute : First, 
thut it (tuberculosis) is a cuntugious disease; 
second, thut it is inlorcommuuiuablo bo- 
twoon tho human family und various apooiea 
of animals. Hence those concluaione follow: 
Firat, that tuberculosis iB a preventable dis- 
ease ; second, us a question of food supply, 
sound public economy oalla for investigation 
and control by tho Stato ; third, as related 
to tho hoalth and lives of tho human raco, 
all the olaima of philanthropy und solf- 
preservutiou unito in bho demand tht.t wiso 
Banitary law should stand with moral law 
aa olovating and sustaining a nation, for 
physical health uniteB with moral aoundnesa 
iu national power ; fourth, theao postulates 
being acoopted, it follows that wiso and 
elliaiont legislation ia now demanded, pro- 
viding sufficient means for tho investigation 
and control of tuberculosis. 

Tho Bubjeob of tho sproud of consumption 
ia engaging tho attontion of tho most intolli- 
gont farmora of that 8tato. Ono of them, 
residing in a town called by tho good old 
English namo Windsor, writes to a Hartford 
paper that ho became anxious a year ago 
about tho condition of a vory fine cow which 
had a cough. A votorinary Burgeon was 
callod in and ho decided that tho cow hud 
local troublo of tho throat, for which ho pro- 
scribed. A fow months lator tho owner, 
still anxious, induced tha Cattlo Commis- 
sionora to inapoct tho cow twice, but thoy 
woro in doubb as to tho nature of hor uil- 
mont. Tho owner says : 

Finally, I prohibited tho uao of hor milk 
and concluded to try an oxporimoub of my

He ia a true Bohemian artist, and Victorians 
regret that hia early departure for Australia 
will provont his being heard in other con- 
cert programmes before tho cloao of tho 
season.

Tho respective advantages and disadvan- 
tages of day labor and oontraot labor on 
municipal work was tho subject of a lorgely 
attended mooting in the oity hall last night, 
tho majority of thoso present being appar- 
ently workingmen. 

Mr. Howell, who was voted to tho ohair, 
stated tho objout of tho meoting, saying that 
ho thought that sufficient ovidenco would bo 
presented to show that day labor was pre- 
ferable to the contract system. Ho road a 
letter from Aid. Williams regretting his un- 
avoidable absence. 

Mr. W. G. Eden moved that " Whereas 
tho prosecution of all oity work on stroots, 
drains, sowcrB and waterworks is a proper 
function of municipal government ; and 
whereas day labor, If carriod on under tho 
supervision of oapablo engineora and foro- 
men, ia prcforablo on tho grounda of ooon- 
omy, eilioioncy and tho avoidance of useless 
litigation ; and whoroaa auch work, if dono 
by d y labor, would boat protcot tho inter 
oBta of citizens and ratepayers, whilo by tho 
contract system tho benefits arising from 
auch work genorally accrue to aliena ; 

" Bo it therefore resolved by tho citizens 
and ratepayers in mtss meoting assembled 
that tho Mayor and council bo earneatly ro- 
quested to havo all work on BtreolB, draina, 
sewera and waterworks, etc , performed by 
clay labor, and that a copy of these reaolu- 
tiona bo sent to the city council." (Ap- 
plause.) 

In advocating day labor Mr. Edon said 
ho held that proper supervision by foremen 
was required. Aid. Humphrey had stated 
that the comotery land hud coat $12,000. 
Ho (Mr. Eden) had worked thore and could 
Bay that the cost of tho clouniog and drain- 
ing of tho 10 acres had o jBt about $1,500, 
They wuro told that tho cemetery had coat 
altogothor Sl>0,0()0. Ho would like to know 
whero that amount of money had been 
spent. ThiB waa a mattor thut should be 
inquirod into. He went on to say that ho 
had worked at tho waterwoika and hold 
that the work waa not properly attended to. 
He read a Btatemcnt by John Burns, tho 
English labor member of parliament, which 
stated that in overy department of public 
workB in London tho contractor was fast 
disappearing. Tho speaker bolieved that to 
follow tho same courso hero would bo 
in tho interest of economy. In the 
District of Columbia ho held that tho ro- 
porta of tho commissioners for 1S92 ,'i 
showed that the coBt of sower work by day 
labor was slightly 1ob> than that dono by 
contract, and in Battorsoa, England, a sewer 
for which tho lowest tender was £11,000 had 
been dono by day work for £6,000 by tho 
city. 

Mr. W. J. Lodlngham held that tho ques- 
tion reeolved itself into one of management. 
Day labor was oheaper thr.n contract labor 
on tho principle that it was bettor to buy 
goodB at first hand. Tho fault with corpor- 
ation day labor lay in tho fact that in tho 
past aldermen were anxious to get thoir 
friends work, and tho foroman was handi- 
capped that wr.y. Tho foroman Bhould havo 
tho power to hire and discharge 
men aa ho saw beat, then thero 
could bo no reason why duy labor ehould 
not be as advantageous aB contract labor. 
Day labor, too, made it poaaiblo to givo our 
own townspeople a bottor show and put tho 
money into circulation among them. Ro- 
ferring to tho Fort streot eower built by day 
labor, ho hold that the work was dono under 
disadvantages, as tho engineer had givon 
wrong lines at first, and among other things 
tho men employed were not picked men like 
contractors employed. Allowing tho extras 
and with all tho disadvantagoa, even with 
mon working Bhotter houra than in contract 
work, the improvement had been dono aa 
oheaply as by contractors with picked men 
and longer hours. Day labor was fast super- 
seding contraot labor. 

Mr. B. H. West favored tho day system. 
It had been said that tho oity could not buy 
material aB choap as a contractor. (A voice : 
" That's all rot.") Ho hoped tho gentle- 
man wao right, but it had been urged that 
the city oould not buy aa cheaply as an in- 
dividual. If it wob so, ft wus a moBtaerious 
reflection on old councils and upon tho men 
who aold tho materials, and argued a com- 
bination on ono eido or tho other. Thero 
were people who, as private individuals, 
wero perfectly honest, but when they dealt 
with a corporation they fdlt they had a 
right to mako a bitter deal than with pri- 
vate individuals. So pooplo had to have a 
different public conscience beforo thero was 
real fair play in public institutions. It was 
argued that workmen would not work as 
hard for tho city as for a private person. 
Ho denied thut. (Applause.) If thero was 
a good trusty foreman day work could be 
carried out hotter than work by tho con- 
tractor. 

Aid. McLollan, referring to tho granting 
of a contract for sidewalks by thu present 
council, said ho had acted for tho best. He 
was prepared either to have work dono by 
contract or day work, aa waa beat for tho 
city. Ho reminded the meeting, however, 
that thiiy wero only 300 out of somo .'i.OOO 
or -I 000 ratepayers, and ho could not be 
bound by a rceolution puased by such a 
small proportion of tho ratepayers. He 
hoped to havo a by law passed providing for 
at root paving to bo carried on this year by 
day work, oo that they could tell by tho end 
of the year just what it would coat. Ho had 
gone into tho council aB an independent man 
and proposed to stay that way and do what 
ho considered right and just. (Applause.)

Ho held, 
too. that a man would work juat aa woll for 
a corporation aa for un individual. Aa a 
pecuniary investment day labor waa profit- 
able to tho city. Thero woro uleo other 
advantages. Any system in tho truo in- 
teroats of tho people waa to ho tested by the 
benelits it conferred upon thu poorest claea 
of people. To raiso tho lowor class raised 
tho whole people. I- waa tho duty of tho 
city to aee that tho money wont aa directly 
aa poaaiblo to tho worker, taking caro that 
tho worker earned it properly, ll nuiat bo 
dono on business principles. 

Aid. liragg hold that if day labor waa to 
bo introduced it must bo carriod on by pro- 
per methods and tho workingmen of the 
city must have tho first ohanco. Tho 
hardest work about any principle ia to carry 
that principlo out properly. To show thia 
he instanced tho aaso of a workingman who 
had contraoted with a Chinaman to cut 
wood for 75 cents a cord becauso that was 
all the money ho could afford for tho work. 
Aldermen wore bound in the interest of 
the oity to get an equivalent for tho money 
apont. All street work at present is boing 
dono by daj's labor, and ho had found many 
workmen dissatisfied. In fact since 
ho wub oloctod ho had been approachod 
by a workingman who wanted men already 
einploysd discharged aa thoy had worked 
long ouough, tho inference boing that the 
diaaatiBQod man wanted a job himself. If 
day work was dono tho foreman ahould bo 
unhampered. 

The Chairman road an extract from a 
letter to tho effect that a great doal of pub 
lie wosk in Toronto ia now boing dono by 
day work at a saving of 'Jo per cent, ovor 
oontraot work. 

Tho rosolution was then put and carried 
unanimously.

The counoil of tho board of trade held a 
short mooting yesterday foronoon, tho buoi- 
neaa being disposed of in less than an hour. 
There were prisent, Messrs. A. C. Flummer- 
felt, president ; G. E. Ronuuf, D. R. Ker, 
H. E. Connon, W. H. Ells, H. Boatook, 
Robert Ward, A. B. Gray, H. Groft, J. H. 
Todd and T. S. Eutohor. 

Tho reading room oommlttoo reported tho 
rooont thefta from tho roading room and the 
conviction of tho thief, 

Mr. Ward suggested that some precaution 
ahould bo taken againat undesirable people 
visiting tho room and movod that tho read- 
ing room committee bo recommended to 
frame ruleB requiring visitors to bo properly 
nominated by uomo mombor of tho board 
and their namcH entered in a book in a man- 
ner similar to that provailinc; in the olubs. 
Thia waB seconded by Mr. Gray and car- 
ried. 

Harrison Watson, curator of tho Cana- 
dian Bection of tho Imporial Institute, wroto 
as follows : " A condonacd account of tho 
report of tho board of trado arpeara in tho 
first numbor of tho Instituto journal, and 
thero aro a low other notes in connection 
with British Columbia iu tho issuo. As 
you can undorataud, it ia only possible to 
dovoto vory little spaoo to oach subject, but 
oven then important items of news can al- 
ways bo introduced. Information concern- 
ing tho condition of tho labor murkot is alao 
extremely UBeful, as I receive vory many 
applications concerning the province. In 
this respoct I of courso alwaya havo tho ad 
vantage of being able to apply to tho oflice 
of tho Agent-Gouoral." 

Tho lotter waa filed. 

C. R, Hosmer, general manager of 
tho C.l'.R. telegraphs, wroto in reply to the 
complaint of the council in regard to night 
messages delayed in tho sending until tho 
following day being ohargod day rates, that 

" Tho rule ia one adoptod by tho Western 
Union and all othor tolcgraph companieB, 
and waa designed to protootboth the public 
and tho telegraph company from its agents 
at distant points oharging full day tolls on 
messages and sending them at half rates tho 
following day. We therefore do not see our 
way clear to changing tho rule, as we con- 
sider it an essential one for tho protection 
of our businesB." 

This, too, was recoivod and filed. 

Tho secretary of tho St. John, N.B., 
Board of Trade wroto: "In reference to 
yonr circular of November 30, re- 
garding the inaccurate statement by Drad- 
BtroetB & Co., I havo tho honor to inform 
you that tho mattor was duly laid btforo 
our board and arrangomonts made to give 
tho correction tho utmoBt poaBiblo publicity. 
The circular has been published in eaah of 
our daily papers and will thoroforo probably 
in that way meet tho wishes of your 
board." 

Received with thinks, the Secretary 
being instructed to write offering to recipro- 
cate the courtesy if in a position to do so. 

Mr. Renouf asked what was being done 
about tho city subscribing to tho assistanco 
of tho flood suff^rors. 

The Chair explained that tho resolution 
asking the Mayor to bring the matter beforo 
the council had boon forwarded. 

Mr. Ker thought it was a Bhamo that tho 
city had not taken some steps in the 
matter. 

On motion of Mr. Renouf, seconded by 
Mr. Ker, it waB deoided to call tho Mayor's 
attention again to tho resolution of January 
8 on the subject.

Tuesday, February 5, 1S95.

Discussion upon tho " mortgage " tax waa 
again brought up, Mr. Williams, apoaking 
as a representative of tho Canada Permanent 
Loan and Savings Company, vigorously pro- 
testing against thU bb a tax upon oapital, 
but declaring that tho company simply add 
it to the interest; they charge. Ho claimed 
that such taxes as this discourage capital 
from coming into tho country. 

Hon. Mn. Davie contended that a tax 
of this sort would not havo any ouch effect, 
but advisod tho hon. gontlomen opposite if 
they are really anxious to oD«ourago capital 
to como in to ceaao what is 
practically tho advocacy H,of state 
communism and tho nationalization 
of wealth, whioh by driving capital out of 
Australia has largely contributed to tho 
hard times folt thero now. Ho showed, 
however, that tho cffortB of some of tho hon. 
Bontlomou opposito, to pormit the public in 
tho shapo of city corporations to sot up com- 
petition with enterprises which outside 
capitalism havo been encouraged to estab- 
lish in tho province, are a direct blow at 
capital, and if successful would certainly 
havo tho effect of keening capital away. Ho 
folt that with tho sottlomontof tho provinco 
and tho assimilation of tho conditions here 
to thoso in other countries, tho present 
high raton of interoat charged on mortgages 
will como down, aB thoy have como during 
recent years, and tho competition of invest- 
ment companies will enable a man to bor- 
row from another if he cannot got his loan 
from tho first ono without having added to 
his interest thia mortgage tax — which after 
all ia but one-third of ono per cent., and 
nothing in comparison with tho exorbitant 
intereoc which up to tho preaonthaB in many 
caeca boon paid. 

Mr. Williams, after further discussion, 
moved an amendment declaring that tho 
provisions of this bill shall not affect any 
existing uontraota botweon mortgagor and 
mortgagoo. Ho held that tho clauao asdrawn 
may be taken to mean that with respect to 
mortgages alroady existing tho tax must bo 
paid by tho mortgagee, notwithstanding any 
agreement to the contrary. 

Hon. Mr. Davie characterized this aa 
rare inoonaiatoncy — after tho hon. gentle- 
man had protosted against making the mort- 
gagor pay tho tax, actually moving an 
amendment to prevent hia escaping it. He 
pointed out, however, that the clauBa cannot 
in anyway interfere with existing contracts, 
bo that the amendment is not called for. 
Ho was not altogether surprised at the ao 
tion of tho hon. gentlemen, who, after telling 
thohouso that ho represented ono oi the largest 
loan companios in tho Dominion has moved 
an amendmont to make sure that thoy shall 
not bo saddled with this tax, but that their 
borrowers must pay it (hoar, hoar), but ho 
wished to show how inconsistent are tho 
arguments offered from tho othor Bide. 

The amendmont by Mr. WilliamB was 
now put and lost aftor further diBcusBion 
At 5:50 tho committoo rose and reported 
progress. 

The Speaker ruled on tho point reserved 
with respect to Mr. MoPhorsou's amend- 
mont to tho land bill — providing that tho 
cost of surveys shull bo credited to tho pre- 
amptor as part payment of tho price of tho 
land— that tho amendmont was out of order, 
bb affecting tho revenue 

CONTEMPT OP THE JUDICIARY. 

The Speaker said ho wiahod 
call attention to a very serious 
mattor which had occurred to day. When 
ho cunts into tho houso ho was presented 
by an official with a printed copy of a peti 
tion which ho was informed was to bo pre 
aonted, a largo numbor of printodgopiea 
being in tho possession of tho sorgount-at- 
arms for distribution immediately after the 
presentation. Tho petition ho found made 
very serious charges againat tho judiciary of 
thiB provinco, winch tho houso cannot in uny 
case entortain at all. Apart from that, and 
tho fact that if thero is ono thing which the 
provinco haB to bo proud of it is the charac- 
ter of tho judioiary, ho wished to quote the 
words of May, which aro that tho language 
of a petition should bo rcspeo ful and tem- 
perate, and free from any disre- 
spectful referonco whatever. Tho petition 
being not properly before tho house, 
hia only object in reforring to it 
was to say that it waa not proper 
to havo had it printod, that in itself 
bolng a breach of tho privileges of tho 
hoUBe. Hia own impression waa that the 
petition waa highly libullouH, and ho thought 
that in mercy to the petitioner all the copies 
in tho possession of tho serjeant-at-arms 
ahould oo destroyed. Tho matter la one 
which might well bo do^lt with by tho 
judiciary as contempt. In all his life ho 
had never before road such language us that 
contained iu thia petition. He would con- 
sider what ordor to give with rospect to the 
copies in tho cuatody of tho eorgoaut-at- 
arms— whether thoy ahould bo destroyed or 
sont back to tho author. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a bill ro- 
apecting ovorholding tenants. Read a first 
timo. 

Tho liouao adjournod at (i p.m.

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THE AGENT GENERAL. 

A Tribute to the Worth of the Decent Incum- 
bent of the Oillce— His Services 
to This Province. 

(From tho Canadian Gazotto.) 
Many of our readers will have learnt with 
much regret of the resignation of Mr. H. C. 
Beetoa, agent-genoral for British Columbia, 
which was rocontly announced in the Cana- 
dian Gazotto. For thirty years Mr. Beeton 
has boon closely identified with tho life of 
the Pacifio province, and for eleven yoarB he 
has beon a familiar and welcome figure in 
Anglo-Canadian circles, and a warm sup- 
porter of overy i»ood oauso to servo the in- 
terests of the Dominion in this country. 
Both in this country and in British Columbia 
there will ha a large elrole who will follow 
him in hiH retirement with the siuoere wish 
that he may onjoy many years of happy 
usefulness in tho quieter sphere of private 
life. 

Mr. Beeton's connection with British Col- 
umbia datos back to the pioneer days. 
Thirty yoars ago tho Hudson's Bay Company 
was almost the only commercial body of any 
importation carrying on trado between tho 
Colony, an it then was, and EngUnd. Mr. 
Beeton, who iB a Londoner by birth, had, as 
head of tho Colonial department in the well 
known firm of Copestako & Co. , Bow Church 
Yard, seeu tho opening which British Col- 
umbia affordod, and in 1SG4 ho founded, in 
conjunction with Mr. John Herbert Turner, 
one of tho loading commercial houaos ongug- 
ed in tho British Columbian trado with Eng- 
l»nd— Turner, Booton & Co. , of Victoria, 
and H. C Beoton & Co., of Lor don. Mr. 
Turner, like Mr. Beeton, io an Englishman 
by birth, a native of Ipswich, ond haB for 
the past seven years beon finance Minister 
of the province. Thus, when in 1883 it was 
felt that the growing importance of British 
Columbia demanded a fullor representation 
in England than had before existed, 
Mr. Beeton was turned to as one 
whoso position und experienoo gave him 
exceptional opportunities of advancing tho 
interests of tho province, and he was in that 
year by order-in-eouncil of the Robaon Min- 
istry appointed first Agenb-General. This 
position he filled until tho olose of 1891, 
when, to the expressed regret ot tho Lieut. - 
Governor and government of tho provinca, 
ho resigned office. " I am sure," writes tho 
Lieut. -Governor, the Hon. Edgar Dawdney, 
" your resignation will bo received with deep 
regret by my government, who cannot but 
feel that you have given many years of great 
attention to matters affoctlng our province 
It will," adds His Honor, " bo hard to refill 
the office with a gentleman of your experi- 
ence and ability, and I must offer you my 
personal regrot that you should feel that the 
time has arrived for a change to be made." 
The Promier and Attorney-General, the Hon. 
Theodore Davio, writes in tho samo warm 
terms. He Bays : " Tho government is 
deeply sensible of the faot that yon havo oo- 
cupied the post with honor to yourself and 
benefit to the province, and regrets your de- 
termination, as apart from personal consid- 
erations your disinterested efforts to ad- 
vance the interests of British Columbia have 
been moro particularly eileotlve on account 
of the intimato knowlodge of tho province 
poasessed by you, coupled with a zealous 
desire for its welfare. I must request that 
you will bo ploaaed to accept, on my ac- 
count and on behalf of my colleagues, the 
thanka of the government, inadequate as 
they may be, for your many services as 
Agent-General. You have our best wishes 
for your future career, and wo truBt that it 
may be blessed with long life and hap- 
piness." 

These appreciative expressions will find 
an echo among all who havo been brought 
into contact with Mr. Beeton in his offioial 
capacity. Ho never failed to give kindly 
and sound advice to those seeking a home 
on the Pacifia coast, paying careful heed to 
tho peculiar circumstances of eaoh case, 
and, at the samo time, boaring in mind tho 
permanent woll-boing of tho province The 
activities of the Agency-General nave, under 
Mr. Beeton's control, boon many and far- 
reaching in promotion of the advancement 
of the province. In 188.'i Mr. Beeton was 
Commissioner of the International Fisheries 
Exhibition, in which Britiah Columbia, 
possessing aa it does an unbounded, though 
as yet only partially doveloped, woalth of 
fisheries, felt a keen interest. In the follow- 
ing year Mr. Beoton held a similar position 
in relation to the Health Exhibition, and 
when l.SSfj brought the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition to South Kensington ho was ap 
pointed a Royal Commissioner. Tho part 
which British Columbia played in that im- 
portant exhibition will bo frcRh in tho mem- 
ory of most of our readers. In the course 
of timo tho Imperial Institute rose upon tho 
ashes of tho ophemoral South Kensington 
displays, and Mr. Beoton was fittingly ap- 
pointed a member of tho governing body, 
and that position ho will, we understand, 
still retain. Ho has been asBiduoua in hie 
attondanco at the meetings of thia 
governing body, and tho visitor 10 
the British Columbia Court may 
see tho moasure of success which 
has attended his persistent efforts to make 
the exhibits worthy of the remarkable 
diversity and wealth of tho resources of tho 
province. As representative of British 
Columbia at the Imporial Institute, and in 
his recent work as Agent General, Mr. 
Ileeton has had tho valued aid of Mr. E. A. 
Bickmore, a gentleman of unvarying 
courtesy and possessed of an intimate 
knowledgo of tho province. In 1892 Mr. 
liooton rotired from bis bunineia as a mem- 
ber of tho firm of Turner, Beoton k Co., and 
was succeeded by Mr. Lawrence Kirk, a 
grandson of Mr. Durant, a well known oi'y 
of London silk merchant, and this year Mr. 
Alan Kirk, his brother, bus joined the ti-m. 

lu theao uove.'.'ol capacities Mr. Booton has 
rondered British Columbia and Canada gen- 
erally ungrudging service, aa is shown by 
the nominal allowance he villiiigly look 
from his government for the oliiee of Agent 
General. A decade ago British Columbia 
was littlo more than a name on tho map— 
an almost inaccessible corner of tho Empire ; 
to day its fame is on all lips, and no littlo 
part of this increased knowlodge has had its 
bouico in the government ( tlico in 
Finabury Circus during Mr. Beeton's agency, 
As one among many further evidences of his 
interest in all that concerned tho Province, 
it may he mentioned that he was a short 
while back diligent in reminding tho public, 
through Tho Illustrated London News, The 
Daily Chronicle, Tho Canadian Gazstte, and 
other journals, of tho debt England owed to 
Captain Vancouver, the discoverer of the 
Pacific coast ; and in recognition of Buch 
efforts, and tho premutation of portraits of 
tho gallant English exploror, and of tho 
Marquis of Ripon, the present Colonial Sec 
rotary, Mr. Booton was last year unanimous- 
ly elected an honorary member of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Board of Trado. Tneso por- 
traits havo places of honor in the principal 
room of tho now Board of Trado building at 
Victoria. 

But apart from hio official work Mr. Beo- 
ton will long bo remembered for his nover- 
failing kindness of heart and hie many unos- 
tentatious benefactions, Somo who read 
theao lines will know, as the genoral publ'c 
will newer know, how many men in Canada 
and in thin country owo their buccosd in lifo 
to tho helping hand in their hour of need of

HOSPITAL AT 150' MILE HOUSE. 

To the EDITOB :— On a "question of 
privilego " I ask loavo to correct your rnnort 
of the parliamentary proooedings of datotho 
14th inst. 

I see it thoro otated that a petition had 
boon prepented to tho house from tho people 
of tho 150-Mile houao, Cariboo, praying for 
the erection of a hospital, 

Tho petition did not ask for tho " erec- 
tion " of a hospital, Thoro is a building 
now hero well adapted foi a hoBpltal, and 
Messrs. Veith k Borland, ita owners, havo 
vory liberally offered to fit it up for that 
purpose without assistance from tho govern- 
ment. Tho potition simply askod for tho 
vory modest grant of $1,000 for mainten- 
ance— the furraora, miners and mining com- 



panies interested in tho proposed hospital 
offering to contribute an equal sum yearly. 

But tho potition was not addressed to tho 
house, and should not, by its presentation 
there, havo been subjected to the indignity 
of being ruled out of order. I know per- 
fectly well in drawing the heading of a 
petition asking for a money appropriation 
that it could not, by tho rules of tho house, 
bo presented to tho legislature ; hence it was 
properly addrosBod to tho " Lieutenant- 
Governor and Council in council as- 
sembled. " 

It is hard to understand on what prin- 
ciple an modest an appropriation should bo 
refused ; for Binco tho extraordinary de- 
velopment of tho mining interests of tho 
south eastern part of tho district, a hospital 
hero (tho focussing point for tho trado and 
travel of the whole district) ia an absolute 
nocoasity. It need not in any way intorfare 
with tho propor support of the hospital 
at Birkervillo, nearly 150 miles distant. 
But to say, by actions if not words, that 
bocauao thoro ia one hospital in tho diatrict 
wholly supported by tho government, the 
people in another portion c.f tho district, 
who aro willing lo help themselves, Bhould 
bo deprived of tho opportunity of bo doing is 
surely unwise. 

When I Btato that p e. 1 i o ii t s from tho 
Forks and Horsefly mines, if seriously in- 
jured, must ho brought out to thia point on 
their way to Borkervillo. tho cruelty of 
sending thorn 150 miles farlhar off must bo 
apparont to evory one ; and when I further 
state that tho road to Barkorville is, during 
the wlntor and spring, often all but impas- 
sablo for woll mon, tho folly of refusing to 
aid a hospital anywhero olao but ub Barker 
villo will bo roadlly eoen and admittod. I 



do not, of course, blame the government, 
which constitutionally ia guided by tho ad- 
vico of our members, but that not being a 
unit, our case, I fear, is hopeless. How 
strange it Is that snmo men after election 
cling to the narrow view that they are tho 
representatives of those only who voted for 
them, instead of tho representatives of the 
whole district, bound to do juoticoto oppon- 
ents us woll aa frienda.

MINING REGULATION ACT. 

To the Editou : — If you will kindly 
allow mo space, I will try to point out what 
I take to bo tho misconceptions of our legis- 
lators, of the real intent of tho bill entitled, 
" An not to amend tho mining regulation 
not," introduced by Mr. McGregor. It pro- 
tendB to aim at tho further security of tho 
miners' lives, nnd aa such appears to ho 
accepted by u majority of tho members of 
the houao. 

The true moaning of tho measure is not 
observable on its surface. But tho fact of 
itB boing an offspring of tho party known aa 
tho " Nanaimo Reform Club," which Is 
practically t he " Executive Council " of 
tho labor organizations of Nanaimo, should 
at onco proclaim lis hidden intention, which 
may bo characterized as anothor aob or con- 
tinuation of tho very inbereoting drama that 
was enacted hero some four years ago (tho ro- 
potition of which is not at all desirable horo); 
and tho initial stop toward Inaugurating 
a state of affairs corresponding with thoso 
of that period — a condition that was 
brought about by tho outrageous demands of 
tho organization above noted, resulting in 



the forcing of thia part of tho province into 
an unenviable notoriety ; and tho Bolo caueo 
of glutting our labor market by attracting 
an element that ia now said to bo undesir- 
able and dangerous, but in no instance has 
the lattor proved to bo ao. 

The object of tho bill is to rolicvo our 
labor market of ita presont congoBted condi- 
tion by driving tho aforesaid element out of 
tho field, a fiold they nover would havo so- 
cured a foothold in but for tho tyrannical 
oxactiono of tho bill promoters. It la un 
Incontrovortiblo fact that all tho gaa explo- 
sions of any magnitude that havo taken 
place in thia provinco within tho last ten 
yoraa havo been immediately tracoablo to 
tho moat practical minora, to thooo who 
would regard it aa an insult if they wore 
not considered tho pink of tho employ, 

Now that tho heat and buatlo incidental 
to u general olootlon havo subsided, it is 
both amuaing and Instructive to rovlow the 
hictios and mantouvrings indulged in to 
securo success. Nanaimo city, for example, 
If tho slgnB of tho tlmea can bo rolled 
on, should bo congratulated on having such 
an exceedingly olovor manipulator and wire- 
puller.

CANKOBER ["S FUNERAL. 

The Lust HonorB Paid to tho Remains of the 
Old Crimean Hero. 

Pauls, Feb. 5. — With atato honora the 
remains of Marshal (Janrobert, tho last of 
tho marshals of Franca, wero on Sunday in- 
terred in tho Hotel des Invalides. Tho fu- 
neral of the great eoldior was made the occa- 
sion of imposing military displays. Tho Ruo 
do Marignan, tho street on which tho Can- 
robert residence is situated, was guarded 
by sailors and deputations from vari- 
ous regiments, while t^o routo to tho 
Hotel des InvalideB was lined with troops 
of tho Paris garrtBOD, under command of 
Gen. Saussior, military governor of tho capi- 
tal. Tho funeral car, which was richly 
docorated, was drawn by six horaoa. Tho 
codin was covered with tho tri color. Goub, 
Billot, Noerier, Jamont and Boiadefiro, and 
Admirala Uuperro and Riouner, wero tho 
pall-boarorB. Tho band of tho Ropuhiicun 
Guard played a funeral march. A aalute of 
sovontoen guns announced tho starting of 
tho procession to tho Hotol des Invalides, 
The Bon of Marshal Canrobort was tho 
principal mourner. Ho walked directly bo 
hind tho hoarso, and waa followod by the 
ministers and a largo number of gonorala 
and officials. 

Along tho ontiro routo thoro was a donee 
crowd, all the mombors of which Btood in 
rospectful Bilenoo with bared hoads as tho 
funeral car paeeod slowly along. Tho collin 
waa borno into tho church of St. Douio 
and depositod on a lofty catafalque. In 
tho ohurch woro reprrsontutivoB of Presi- 
dent Fauro, Queen Viotoria and othor 
Bovoroigna. Cardinal Riohard, archbishop 
of Paris, attonded tho services, but the 
ourato of tho parish celebrated maas, aftor 
which tho coffin waa taken to tho court of 
honor adjoining tho church. Horo Gon. 
Zurlindon, ex-minister of war, delivered 
an oration. Ho referred to SobuBtopol, 
whoro tho blood shed by tho two chivalrous 
adversaries waB destined to gormlnato tho 
sentiments of mutual osteom that unite 
Franco and RuSBia to day. Gon. Zurlinden 
gavo a glowing description of Marshal Can- 
robert'a valor and horoiam, and aakod tho 
army to follow his oxamplo. Upon tho con- 
clusion of his address tho troopa rendered 
tho final honora to tho dead, and tho coilin 
was dopoBitod undor tho ohapol. Nob a 
singlo jarring noto marred tho coremony.

CHRISTIANS AND TUKKS. 

Farther Outrages Perpetrated by 
Mnsselmen iu Other Parts 
of Asia Minor. 



Results of ail Indepeutlent IuveBtifja- 
tioii Into the Armenian Atroci- 
ties Already Reported. 



London, Feb. 5.— Tho Contral News has 
a despatch from Constantinople saying that 
anti-Chrlatian outrages of tho Armenian 
typo are being committed i'> Sideon, Boy- 
rout, and Damascus, Syria. The Christian 
inhabitants of Damascus declare that they 
apprehend a repetition of tho massacre of 
18(i0, when thousands of Chriatiana wero 
murdorod. 

London, Fob. 5. — Tho apecial correspond- 
ent of tho Associated Preaa who la investi- 
gating tho Armenian outrages, writes : 

" As for tho Turkiah commission, ib ia 
suoh a fraud that it is a waste of broath 
to talk about it. This aBBertion may seem 
to bo of tho naturo of hanging a mon bo- 
fore ho la tried, but in Constantinople no 
European of ordinary intelligence has any 
othor viow of it. In tho foreign embassies 
there is, of course, a disposition to givo 
tho Turks a chanco to Bhow what tho 
commiaaion will do, with porhaps a hopo 
that tho European delegates will have a 
good effect toward creating at leaat a 
semblance of an investigation, but as 
the foreign dolegatoa have no power to 
direot tho course of tho inquiry, and 
aro little) more than ordinary apocta- 
tore, there ia not much hopo that 
anything of consequence will bo done. 
If Christianity dooB not step in now and put 
an end to tho question once for all, crimes, 
massacres and theao namleBB atrocities will 
continue The financial methods of thoso 
mon are almost as ingoniouB as their 
plans of political agitation. Certain 
Armonians of a lowor grade of montal- 
ity are required to furnish bo many 
thousund piasters to tho committee, and 
tho means of obtaining tho money aro 
plainly mapped out. A wealthy Turk in 
tho service of the government at Con- 
stantinople received a letter that unless 
ho deposited §12,000 in a oortain place 
within twenty-four hours ho would be 
killed. Tho loiter wai written by an Ar- 
menian who had been in his employ as a 
trusted aor/ant for several years. Tho 
servant confessed hia guilt, but ho as- 
Bertod in solfdefenco that tho revolu- 
tionary agitators had oompelled him to 
writo tho lottor under penalty of death. It 
was a caso of choice of evils, and the poor 
wretch saved his life at tho exponao of a long 
term of imprisonment. 

" It is a significant fact that outrages are 
novor perpetrated by Turks upon other 
Turks, or by Kurds upon their fellow tribos- 
mon. It is always upon tho Armenian 
Christian that the Turk and Kurd let 
loose their dopravlty. It ia tho differ 
enco of religion that is tho basis of all 
thiB injury, oppression and wrong. What 
will the practical Christianity of England 
and America do about it ? Will it help tho 
Armonian revolutionist party to form an in- 
dependent state, in order that the women 
and ohildron may be protected against out- 
rage and death ? Will it givo Armenia to 
Christian Ruaaia, whero already many 
thousands of Armenians are living in peaco 
and prosperity ? Will it drive tho Turks 
from power and divide their empire among 
the nations of Europe. 

" Whatever praotical Christianity deoidea 
to do, it will not do it as a result of tho 
report of tho Turkish commission of inquiry 
Already the Turks show aigna of keeping 
this commission away from tho contaminat 
ing influence of facts, Armonians in tho 
disturbed district have been arrested by 
wholesale and removed to diotont prisons 
money has boon sent from the palace 
at Constantinople to repair as far aa 
possiblo the damage done t o the 
Saseoun village, and on top of all the efforts 
at concealment and delay, nature has come 
to holp the Turks obliterate all traces of 
their evil. An unusual fall of snow 
haa buried tho ruined villages and 
blotted out the roads. Even tho caravan 
routes to Persia and Russia aro blocked 
with enow, and the enow is still falling. 
From SaeBoun in tho Black Sea to this city, 
tho mountains aro masses of unbroken 
white. Will tho commission inveasigate 
thoroughly in snow up to tho housetops? 
Let him answer who knows tho Turks beet. 

" As the situation now stands, one is 
forced to bolievo both Turk and Armenian 
aro in tho wrong. So far as tho Turk do 
clares that ho ia trying to supprosB a revolu- 
tionary movement, ho iB unquestionably in 
the right. Most of tho acts of tho leodora 
of this movement aro no loss shocking than 
those of tho Turks opposing it. No ono can 
blame tho Turk for trying to suppress rovo 
lutionury movements, or for taking prompt 
measures to maintain tho integrity of hia 
empire, yot what muet bo said of him when 
he obtains tho destruction of two doz3n vi 
lagcsupon tho more rumor that an uprising 
iu in progress ?" 

HELD UP.

— Train No. 1 
on the Santa Fo passed west through Hutch- 
iiiBon last night on timo. When Sylvostria, 
a small station twenty miles west, waB 
roachod tho train stoppod for coal and two 
mon crawlod into tho cab, at tho same timo 
covering Enginoor Koarnoy and tho fireman 
with guns. They robbed tho engineer and 
fireman of their monoy, about $10, and or 
dorod them to march to tho cipross 
car and break opon tho door. A demand 
was made upon tho messenger, Josbo 
Kublo, to opon tho safo, but whon he re- 
fused tho robbors abandoned tho idea of 
robbing tho oxproBO cur. Then thoy 
marched tho ongineor and firoman with a 
Buck into tho paaaongor couch, and while 
ono man held tho trainmen tho other covered 
tho puBoengora and ordered "hands up." 
Thus thoy wont through tho train, dumping 
pockotbooks, wutohos, knivea and revolvers 
into tho sack, Tho amount of monoy bo- 
oured cannot ho approximated. One lady 
bought a ticket at Hutohinson for a Col- 
orado point and tho ttckot agent horo sayu 
sho had at least $.'100 when she 
purchased her ticket, which aho waB 
made to donate Tho robbora woro vory 
cool and deliberate, taking fully an hour in 
doing thoir work. Whon tho robbers on- 
terod tho coach about tho first man to bo 
covered waa tho oonductor and hia brake- 
man, and thoy, too, woro forcod to aur- 
rondor thoir valuables. Aftor tho work of 
robbing tho coaches was ovor tho engineer 
and firemen woro marohod baok to their 
poata, and ordorod to " pull oub," whioh 
thoy did. Aftor tho robbers had paasod 
through tho first coaoh the conduotor and 
brakotnan started to loavo tho car and raise 
tho alnrni, bub thoy woro discovered 
by other robbora standing on the ground 



on each sido of tho train and ordored 
back Into tho coaches. Tho country ia 
aroused and tho farmers are out well armed 
trailing tho robbere, who rode off in a south- 
oust direction. The officers of the railroad 
company aro convinced that tho work was 
dono ny amateurs, aBSylveatia is a long dis- 
lanco from the territory line, and ub there 
is onow on tho ground it would bo an easy 
matter to follow them. 



PORTUGUESE AND KAFFIRS. 

Rebellions Natives Abuse u KIrk of Trace niid 
Massacre Foreleners. 

London, Fob. 5. — A diapatch from Capo- 
town to tho Times says that advices from 
Lorenzo Marquez aro to tho effeot that tho 
rebellious Kaffirs entered tho Portuguese 
camp at Marhqueon by tho use of a 
flag of truco and tho password, whioh 
they had by somo means obtained. Onco 
in tho camp tho Kaffirs fiercely attacked 
the aleeping Portuguese, who wore unable 
to got at thoir big guna. Lieut. Antonio 
rallied hia mon and kept fighting after hia 
body had been pieroed by an assegai. In- 
dependent reports havo it that from 50 to 
100 of tho Portuguese wero killed and muny 
wounded, Uritlali and Gorman men-of-war 
aro in readinoaa to protect tho subjects of 
thoir reapootivo countries, Bhould such pro- 
tootlon become neceeaary. 

THE LOST " CH1CORA." 

No Possible Hope Remaining for Her Safety 
After the Moat I)lll(reut Search. 

Cmt'AGO, Feb. k— All hope has boon 
abandoned that tho objoot Bightod oil 
Chicago yooterday morning will prove to bo 
tho hull of tho lost steamship Chicora. 
While further Bearch was considered useloss 
this morning, it was not desired to loavo a 
possiblo doubt, and tho tug Moreford was 
sent on a searching cruise. The boat went 
along tho Indiana shoro sovontoen mllos 
into tho luko from 99th Btreet, but waa un- 
able to find anything but ico. Many hugo 
oukeB wero encountered, which might easily 
bo mistaken for a boat from tho Bhoro, but 
it was doubtless ono of these which arouaed 
ao much hope and oxcitcment. 

MEXICO'S DEMANDS. 

Tho Populace Enthusiastic Ovor Their Vindi- 
cation to tho Utmost Extremity. 

City of Mexico, Fob. 5. — In spite of tho 
many announcements that yoatorday waa 
8ot for a definito declaration in tho Guate- 
malan embroglio nothing has tranBplred up 
to thiB ovening, and a atatoment of policy 
1b not looked for now till to morrow. A 
labor demonstration was hold this morning, 
and aomo 10,000 men with banda and ban- 
ners marohod to tho palace and, calling on 
President „.bz, tendored their aerviooa to 
him iu case of war with Central America. 
There ia no diminution in tho enthusiasm of 
tho populace for upholding what aro con- 
sidered Mexico'a righteous demands. 



HOCKEY PLAYERS. 

The Winnipeg Team Walk All Round the 
Moutrcalcrs. 

Montreal, Fob. 4. — The Victoria hookey 
team, of Winnipeg, again showod its prow 
ess to-night at the Victoria rink, whon thoy 
mot the Montreal hockey team of oraok 
players and oasily vanquished ib in Bix 
games. Two thousand peoplo witneaaod the 
game, whioh waa a splendid exhibition. Tho 
visitors outplayed their opponents from tho 
Btart and won muoh admiration by thoir 
magnificent pitying. Scora — Winnipeg 5, 
Montreal 1. The Winnipeg team leaves for 
Quebeo to-morrow. 



AUSTRALIAN MAIL SERVICE. 

The Subject Discussed by the International 
Postal Conference. 

Hobarttown, Tasmania, Feb. 5 —A 
mooting of tho intercolonial postal confer 
onco hold on Saturday was attended by the 
postmasters general of all tho Australian 
oolonies. Hon. John Guvan Duffy, of Vio 
toria, wus elected president of tho confer 
once. .

Of tiiu 
eight tukon out alive, only two wero unin 
jured.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of tho Ro- 
coipt of its Borouue for tho Yean 
1895. 

Whereas by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acts, every municipality 
may undor tho condition* contained thoroln, 
borrow from any poraon Buch sum of monoy 
not oxcoodlrB, howovor, an amount equal to 
soventy-flvo por cont. of the amount of taxes 
collected during tho provious year (1891) of tho 
sum that was lovlod that year by a gonoral 
rato upon land, improvements or roal prop- 
erty in tho municipality, and bearing such rato 
of intorost as may bo requiBito, to moot tho 
curront logal expondituro of tho Corporation, 
which becomes payablo out of tho annual 
rovenuo boforo tho revonuo for tho year be- 
comes payablo by tho tax payors ; 

And whereas Bovonty-flvo por cont. of the 
amount of taxos upon land, improvements or 
real proporty, collected during tho yoar 1801, of 
tho sum that was lovlod that yoar by a gonornl 
rato upon land, improvements or roal property, 
was $124,330.13 ; 

And whereas to moot tho current legal ex- 
penditure of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Viotoria for tho yoar 1895, payablo out of tho 
annual rovonuo. boforo auoh rovenuo for such 
year becomes payablo by tho tax payorB, it is 
requialto! for tho eulu Corporation to borrow 
tho Bum of §120,000; 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts as 
followa : 

Sec, 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committee thoroof, to borrow upon 
tho crodlt of tho anid Corporation from any 
poraon or porsonB, llrm or llrma, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willing to advanco 
tho aamo, tho Bum ot S120.C00, in such amounts 
and at such times as subject as horoinaftor pro- 
vided tho sarno may in I ho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Pinanco Committee of tho 
Council bo required, bearing intoroBt at a 
rato not oxcoeding live per contum por annum. 

Soo. 2. Tho monoy so borrowed shall bo ox- 
pendod in defraying tho current logal oxpenses 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 1893, and 
shall, togothor with tho intorost thoroon, bo 
re-payablo and repaid to thu lender or londers 
thoroof, on or boforo tho 31st day of Decombor, 
189;"), out of tho municipal rovonuo for tho said 
yoar. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount, so borrowed and intoroat 
thoreon ahall bo a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payablo out of tho municipal rovonuo for 
current yoar 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given as acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promissory noto or notes to tho Baid 
londor or londors asthosuma may bo required, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FlnancoCommitteo 
and tho Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing tho soal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall bo made payablo on or bo- 
foro tho 31st Decern bor, 1895, and shall contain 
a clauso that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory noto or notes 
aball bo a liability payablo out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho current yoar 1895. 

See. I. In tho construction of this By-law tho 
expressions "Land" and "Improvements," 
and " Itoal Proporty," shall havo respectively 
tho moaning given to them in the Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto, 

Soc. 5. This By-law may bo citod as tho "An- 
nual Loan By-law. 1895." 

Pasaed tho Municipal Council tho 21th day 
of January, 1895. 

Reconaidorod, adoptod, and finally passed by 
tho Council tho 28th day of January, 1895.
